On tho 27tl 
of October Lord Halislmry cabled to l.oid 
.SacUvillc as fiilliiw.s : 

"Mr. I'hulps, will) i.s .slaying' at my lioiiau, 
iiifoniia iiie tlial I'ayard'.s re(|Uc.stlo recall 
you ia not based iipiui the iMurchisoii 
letter, but upon an iutorviow wliioh you 
granted nowspapor correspi'iidoTit.s. I 
replied that 1 wius j,;lad tlio report was 
untrue that your recall was due to the 
'letter which was nwido public only by the 
betrayal of conlidcnco, and that it wa.s 
hardly pr.iclicabli' to lay dow n aa n jiriii- 
ciple tiial :i diplmnalic nipl'i'selUat i ve 
should be prohibited from exjircasiiig, 
oven privately', any o])iiiion' rcLfarding 
events pnsaini; in a country to wliich he 
wa.s accredited. The languai;n of .m in- 
torview is different, anil you uuust be 
tiikon ns intondini; it for puliiicutioii. 
However, before adiiiittini; tlie iiece.s.sity 
for your recall, I am bound, in jualici! to 
yiiii, to know the alleged object ioiiable 
language, and 1 have asked iMr. riiel[)s 
for a coiiy of the interview in order 
to asceitain from you whether 
you were accurately reported, 'riien 
I will lay tlie matter before my eol- 
luaguea. Air. Phelps replied that he had 
not received a copy, but would take steps 
to procure one. t^onsequeiitly it ia un- 
derstood that until that copy is received 
1 will not. answer Mr. Bayard's request 
for your recall." 

Lord SackviUe replied on the 28fh of 
October as follows: — "The letter which 
I an.iwcred was a political Republican 
plot. 1 have mailed a full o.xplanation 
of it to you. If my recall is demanded it 
is duo to the elections here. l<beg to o.v- 
press my deep regret for what Ims oc- 
curred." 

On the 30th Lord Sackvillo cabled lliat 
ho had received his paaaport.s. 

On the lilst Mr. Plielpa informed Lord 
Sackvillo of thu aamo fact, and added that 
ftlr. Cleveland hoped that another uiiniH- 
ister would be accredited. 

On tho 4th of November Lord Salisburi' 
received a letter mailed by Lord Sack- 
viUe on the 26th, endosirig letters, etc. 
Lord Sackvillo said : *'I have certain in- 
formation that the Murchison letter was 
tiotitious, and that it was cuucoctud 
by i well-known lirm in conjunction with 
tho Republican liHtional cotuniitteo at 
Now York. It was sent from Southern 
California to prevent suspicion. Mr. 
Bayard, whom I aaw to-day, 'said 
ho regretted the incident very 
much. Ho accoptud niy diRclaiinor 
that it was neither my thought nor inten- 
tion to interfere in tho domestic policy of 
tho comitry. It was a campaign traj), 
but Lie frankly told me lhat I had been 
indiscreet. 1 expressed my deep regret 
for the incident and Mr. Bayard assured 
nie that he bore me no ill wiil." 

On tho 31st of October Lord Sackvillo 
cabled Lord .Salisbury: "I must beg to 
repiiiliato Mr. liayard'a ."tatement of tho 
reasons for my dismissal as an inijiist at- 
tack uixm my integrity." 

Lord Salisbury on the same day cabled 
to Lord SackviUe to place Mr. Herbert 
as senior socrotary of the legation. 

On November lat Lord Salisbury com- 
municated with Minister Phelps. He re- 
ferred to tho latter's promise to procure a 
copy of tho obnoxious interview made l)y 
tho British Minister at Washington, and 
.Sidd that having no further inforim.tion 
as to what Sackville's speeches contninod, 
or to whom thoy were made, ho was ini- 
iiblo to form a judgment uiion theciMisid- 
eiatioiis whicli dici;ittHl tlu! reipicst for his 
recall, or the forw.uding of passports to 
hini. 

Mr. Phelps replied to that nolo on tho 
next daj'. He said: "My recollection of 
wliat passed in our conversation on Satur- 
day ditfurs slightly from yours in ono jjar- 
ticular. It was not intended to be under- 
stood that the letter written by Sackvilh^ 
formed no part of tho reasons for tho ro- 
ipiost f(U' his recall. 1 did any in my re- 
marks that tho newsiiapcr interview was 
tho principal reason. 1 am still witliout 
a copy of the interview. 1 sent to Bay- 
ard a copy of your lordship's note re- 
questing the details of tho language anil 
the oiroumstancea of the' interview. 



THE WORK OF A HRUTK. 

Irvinsj, th« Wife Beater, Again Arrostcd— His 
VVlfis Serioiuly In.jured. 

Yesterday morning about 10 o'clock, 
Boberb Irvmg, who was only recently re- 

loased from jail, where he had been con- 
linod for a term of years for wife boat- 
ing, came to lus home at I he corner of 
Park and Chamlier.s streets, in a senii- 
iiil oxicati'd ecuulilion and resumed his 
old tactics, brutally beating his delicate 
and loving wife, with a heavy stick of 
wood. One of his blows fell on her head 
and caused her to fall inscnsiblo, while 
the blood trickled from a frightful gash 
i',1 the head. Sin'ing the extent of his 
devilish work, he then loft tho house, 
leaving kindly noighburs to carry his wife 
to tho rosidonco of Chief of Police Shep- 
pnrd, where Dr. Sansoni was soon in at- 
tendance upon. her. The wound 
in tho head was found to bo 
very serious, three stitches being 
taken by tho doctor ni uresaing il. Tho 
unfortunuto woman was very faint from 
loBH of blood, and now lies in a dangerous 
condition. A warrant was issued early in 
tho afternoon for Irving's arrest, and at 
about six o'clock he was foiind lying 
drunk at his homo, and taken into cus- 
tody. It is not at ;i!l jirobablo that tho 
case will come up for examination in tho 
police court to-ilay, aa Mrs. Irving is in 
far too dangerous a condition to give her 
evidence. Irving has anything but a 
credihible history, llis past abuse of his 
wife stands on record against him, and it 
is to be hoped tliat he will feel thu full 
severity of tho law.

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CONSTITUTION TINKERING. 

l''niiict' has beou fur a luivj, time in ii 
very jioculiar coiuUtion. It 1ms been 
fairly prosperous. Its people have bucu 
on the whole couteuted. The have had 
-110 great or general grievance to complain 
oF. There have been no disturbances in 
in tho country worthy more than a ])a88- 
iiig notice. The public have boon able 
under tho ro|)ublic to follow tlieir variuus 
avocations without lot or hindrance, imd 
it a[)ijeiii's tliiit thoy have takoii full ad- 
vantiigt) <if tlio jieuco and ([uiet which they 
havo oiijiiyod. IJtit, idthnugh tho cotnitry 
lias boon iiitenudiy trani|uil and at peace 
witli nearly the whole world, yet practi- 
cally it has been in a state of constant 
turmoil. The politicians have been 
divided into a number of factions both in 
and out of the legislature, which are con- 
tinually contending against each other 
with the utmost virulence. So jealous 
are those parties and sections nf parties t>f 
ono aiiuthor and of any tempurary conibi- 
natioii that may bo iiuuio that iiiinistrie't: 
liiive been del'ealed ahiiost us soon as they 
were formed, (ioveriniients in Franco 
Imvo bucoiue ])foverbially shortlivod. This 
uiicorljiiiity of tenure has made French 
Govuruments exceedingly weak. They 
have not been able to perform their 
f unctions. eQ'ectively. A gttvemment has 
had scarcely time to forma policy before it 
found itself in a minority. The ctluae of 
tliese perpetual changes was nut so much 
any defect in tho coiistiUitiou of the State 
us in the ttirbiilent, fuetioua s])irit that 
pvex'ailed aiiuiiii,' the representatives of 
the lH:o|)le. The best constitution . that 
tho wisdom of man ever formed would 
Iireak down when attoiii[ited to be worked 
by 1111)11 who were continually doiiif^ their 
utmost lo mar, and render useless, eacli 
others work. French politicians do not 
800 this. As the governmental machine 
does not work well they believe, or aQ'ect 
to believe, that the fault is in the ma- 
chine and not in themselves, and they are 
proposing to revise the constitution. 
Boulan^er inii;lit claim to bo the inventor 
of tliia remedy for the ills wiiich afllict the 
Freiiili lvi'[iublic. I'ljt v,-hen ho proposed 
his aclieme of revision the majority of the 
(Jliamber of Deputies were so indignant 
that they .■ilmo.st mobbed him, and with 
t he least ]io.ssilde delay they kicked him 
out of the House. Buulanger'a ideas 
could not be so easily expelled; thoy lived 
and germinated, and are now producing 
fruit M. Floquet a few days 
ago, immediately after, the opening of 
the Chambers, proposed a scheme of 
revision which ho hopes will effect the 
double purpose of dishing the Boulanger- 
ites and inalnng it ;)oH3ible for govern- 
ments to li\e and work. The leading 
features of t he h'l eneh Prime Minister's 
sclieme are four ill number. The Cham- 
ber is to renew it.self by thirds eveiy two 
year.s. 'J'lie senate, wJiieli is lo be electeil 
by universal sutl'rage in two degrees, is 
also to be renewed by thirds and at the 
sitme time as the Chamber. The seuator» 
are to be under special conditions as to 
age and eligibility, and they are to have 
a right of control over the whole of the 
laws. The ministers are to be named by 
the President for the duration of the 
period of the legislature, he always having 
the power of maintaining them in their 
finictions, these ministers being resiiona- 
iblo for the Chiiinber of Representativca, 
whii'li can .'ilso demand their disinissal by 
a formal (biclarat ion that they havo lost 
tho eonliilenco of tho nation. The fourth 
feature o{>, the noy^. oonatitutiiin is the 
creation of a Oounoil of State, nominated 
by the Senate and Chamber of Represent- 
atives, having a consultative voice in the 
propapitioh and discussion of laws from a 
judicial point of view and including sec- 
tiouB mure g])ecially charged to inform the 
assomblioB by oIKcial advice on great 
(ine.><t,ion8 coniiectod with tliu interests of 
labor industry coininenco the arts and 
agriculture. It does not ajipear that any 
party, or tho section of any party, in the 
Chamber look upon the constitutional 
changes proposed by the Prime Minister 
with any grout degree of favor. Tlioy may 
appear well enough on' paper, but it may 
bo found that, with the material of which 
tho Legislature of Fraiico is composed, 
thoy may bo found to ivork no bettor than 
tho i)reflont unrevisod constitution. In 
fact, there are good grounds for bolioving 
that the iiniendnionta aro proposed iis 
nuicli with the view of taking tho wind 
outof the s;iils of tho opi)onei.t8 of tho 
(iovermiioiil as til improve tho eoiiHlitu- I 



governments. It is merely a tactical 
move in tho political warfare of the Fronch 
Republic. 

IRELAND'S 'condition. 

The prevailing idea on this side of the 
Atlantic is that'Ireland b a down-trodden 
country, where almost everyone through 
tho tyranny of landlords and tho ovil 
t'ffecta of bad laws lives in misery. 
There is a notion, too, that crime abounda 
in Ireland. That the jails are full, and 
that it is hardly safe to travel in the 
country. But this appears to bo to a very 
great extent a fancy picture. There is u 
hu'go number of poor people in Ireland, 
it is true, but there are raillious there who 
are as happy and'as comfortable In their 
own way. as : the v'people; of any other 
country. It will be remembered that Mr. 
llulburt, an American journalist, who 
had no object in misreiireseiiting the state 
of the people of Ireland, declared that 
thoy were more comfortable and lived 
bettor than the peasantry of many Euro- 
pean countries, of whose sullerings little 
or nothing is hoard. And now we have 
the Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland bearing 
testiinoiiy in many respects similar to that 
of the newspaper man from America. 
His Lordship takes a cheerful view of the 
condition and prospects of Ireland. He, 
in a speech which he made at the opening 
of a froo library in Belfast on the 14tli of 
last iiic;;.ith, 3aid that he was convinced 
that iiroapority is surely and certainly re- 
ttiniing to Ireland. He linds that trade 
is steadily reviving in the country. The 
har\ est has been a good one, and the priees 
of eattlo corn and other products are 
good. Ho believes that with plenty, jieace, 
security and happiness are returning to 
Ireland. To prove this he goes on to show 
that crime and outrage have considerably 
diminished and that the form of perse- 
cution known as boycotting is greatly on 
tho wane. He said: "1 can toll you that 
during the year previous to the pa.ssing 
of the Crimes Act - the year ending Aug- 
ti."t olst, 18S7— there occurred in Ireland 
590 agrarian outrages, excluding threaten- 
ing notes tiiid letters. During the siic- 
creding year down to September, IHSS, 
agrarian outrages fell to 425, excluding 
threatening letters, of which there were 
a considerable decrease. You will there- 
fore see that in one year after the passing 
of the Act a substantial reduction has 
been made in agrarian crime and outrages 
in lrelatid--a reduction representing about 
:iS per cent. . . .On .Inly 31st, 1887, there 
were 870 persons wholly boycotted and 
3,'J()r) persons iiartially boycotted in Ire- 
land. On Se[)teinber .'JOtli, 1888, the 
number of wholly boycotted jiersoiis was 
diminished to 79, and the number par- 
tially boycotted persons tlecroased to 1,- 
093. In one year, therefore, since the 
pissing of tho Crimes Act tlieie has been 
a reduction of yOA jier cent, of persons 
wholly boycotted and a decrease of 7- lier 
cent, in the number partially boycotted, 
showing an average decrease of 75^ in the 
total number of persons boycotted in 
Ireland." This is a good showing, and 
however ao beneficent a change was 
brought about the people of Ireland are 
to be eongrattilaled. It was l»niiwii that 
not very Ioiil^ ago it was almost as mueh 
as a man's life was worth in some I'arls 
of Ireland to lake a farm from which a 
tenant had been evicted for non-payment 
of rent. The new temtnt w:ia treated as a 
public enemy by the people of the neigh- 
borhood, and the least evil he nnght ex- 
pect was to be boycotted. This was a 
fearful punishment even if ho had com- 
mitted a serious crime. The ccjnHei|iience 
was that it was hard to liiid tenants for 
vacant farina. liut there has been a 
change in this iimlter also. The Opposi- 
tion, the Lord Lieutenant said, have 
boasted that no farms from wliieh tenants 
have been evicted liave been relet. "The 
last retuni.s show tli.-it during the liist six 
niontha of the ]ireseiit year no less thai 
100 far/US which are derelict in cmise 
quence of the eviction of the previous 
tenants are relet, and we have reason 
to know that the movement 
steadily progressing." His Lordship 
attributed the change to the policy pur 
sued by the fiovernmeilt. Mr. Parnell 
and his followers may deny this and con 
tend that Ireland is more peaceful am 
law-abiding than it was in 8])ito of the 
coercive measures of the present adniiiiia- 
tiation. Lilt pcojile wlio .seo certain cim- 
seiiueiR-cs followiin,' a govorniiieiit's policy 
are apt to attribute those conacijuences lo 
that policy without being very cai eftil to 
consider what other causes may have liecti 
at work to bring about the results, whether 
good or bad. If Ireland had become more 
turbulent, if crime had become more fro 
(piunt, and if the country had grown less 
lirosperous since the inauguration of th« 
Irish |iolicy of the Salisburi' Oovorinnenl, 
wo :ii e pret ly sure t hat the Homo little 
parly would be ready to attribute those 
evils to the course pursued by the (Jov- 
eriiiiieiit. They would, and with good 
reason, jjoint tn tliem as the ellecls of 
coercion. Tlioy must not l)e annoyed, 
then, when the Government claims credit 
ffir the improved condition of Ireland and 
when many are willing to admit that the 
cliango is due to their good management.

latter either doing so or landint; her pas- 
sengers from mid-river by tender, in 
either case a trait, in waiting on a wharf 
— these aro tho advantages vvhieh would 
commend thomselvea to travellers of all 
nationalitios. If Canada has tho sense to 
see and the pluck to grasp the chance now 
oflbred her, she will attract to her shores 
a very considerable ])roportioii of the 
pulilic who cross the Atlantic -for com- 
fort, short sea-passage, and the saving of 
toruinial expenses and worries, do intlu- 
ence the direction of travel; while by 
such a service us 1 have sketched, not 
only Canada through all its length, but all 
tho chief points in the Northern and 
Western Stiites, would be more quickly 
and more cheaply reached than by the 
Liverpool-New York route; and, more- 
over, in connection with the new mail 
steamers shortly, we hope, to be placed 
on tho Pacific, we should have, in con- 
junction with the P. and O. boats, via 
Suez, a thoroughly English and a thor- 
oughly lirst-classsorvico roinid tho world."

During the conversation 
Mrs. Wilcox frequently alluded to her 
husband. "Oh, hang yuur Imsband! Tallc

It appeared to Mrs. Wilco.x tliat 
this rule of et iipu't te (Might to beobserved, 
and slie hit ii[)OU the followin.g method of 
ini|)i-essing it upon her guest.4 on that 
occasion. She accordingly designed a 
unique and pretty souvenir of the ccca- 
fcion, eon.sistiiig of a strip of .satin ribbon 
with u short poem by Miss Reese printed 
on it, and ordered, to be made of these 
just OS many as there were written accep- 
tances o.f her invitation.

These are of 
white satin, black satin, figured China 
Kilk, Hiid in delicate tints of light blue, 
cream and pink in other rich fabrics.

<le.-.'rv for wnrk,"sliesays, '•altlidiigli lam 
accnsinined to write wUeicvtr and when- 
ever I have oi easioii," 

Slie is a !lne eqr.e-l rian, and sa' s tlmt a 
ridei'f tin hour or two in thesuddli^seenis 
to rest her for her literary work. "I had 
,no system," she replied in answer to h 
question, "but such verses as i write, I 
do 80 with very little correction." She has 
. hundreds ot letters sent her from young 
literary aspirants asking her a-lvice and 
criticisms of enclo.sed manuscript; lu 
fact, so numerous are these epistles that 
should she give theni the attention 
desired it would consiinie a large i^orlion 
of her time. "I.a-tyear I liad over llvo 
hundred iiiauiiscriids sent mo for criti- 
cism and advice by young writers to 
which I responded," she said to a friend, 
"but I could not keep it up. I have a new 
scheme of self-defense now: I send all 
their maniiscript to the 'Literary Intor- 
cliange' iu New York city, and tell tliem 
to collect pay for reading and criticising 
for the authors. I believe this plan will 
soon relieve me; besides, it is oil nonsense 
for authors to send their wares to older 
writers. The only way is to trust them at 
onei^ to the decision of UeWdpapur and 
magazine readers." 

It is ever a .subject of Intero.'^t to read- 
ers to know how the works uf fumoua 
autliors came to be written. 

The first verse of the beautiful poem 
"Solitude," commencing with 
"Laugh, and the woild laughs with you, 

Weep, and you weep alone," 
came to her mind while standing before 
her mirror in her chamber, fastening a 
cluster of red carnations to her bosom, in 
eonitileting a toilet for a ball. On return- 
ing fiom the biill, though the early dawn 
of nioniing was gliniinering in the Ea.st, 
slie .>-iit down ill her fesi ive costume and 
wrote out tlie entire poem before seeking 
her couch. Her reflected ligure in tho 
mirror robed in white, in contrast with 
the sad face and deep mourning weeds of 
a young widow she had met on the street 
that day, suggested the theme. 

Willie at a jeweler's one day, tho pro- 
prietor showed her a beautiful opal, and 
remarked: "I wish some one would 
write a poem on the origin of the opal; it 
seems to be a coiiibination of moonlight 
and siiiiliL'ht." On re.-irhing lier homo 
Mrs. Wilro.x sat down at her writing desk 
and wrote "The liirlh of the Opal."

geittd by one of Gautier's novels, "The 
Two Sinners." It was written on the occa- 
sion of the marrlagoof a beautiful and 
i.ri'oinidlshed girl to a man of dissolute 
ch.ii -leler, who liad risen to power and 
•po^;iliou in tho world. "A Face," was 
, w.rfttcn on seeing a sweet bahy face at 
the window opposite that at which she

yras writing. "The Scarf" was written 
on board the steamer Niagara on tlie wny 
to Cuba. Mr.Wilcox ctlled her attention 
to allght scarf that hting by the window 
of the stateroom flapping lu the breeze, 
and half an hour later slio preneiited htm 
the poem his jealing remarks had sug- 
gested. 

"Angel or Demon" was written la 
response to a letlerreenived from her hus- 
band in which he had called her an angel. 
"One of Us'l'wo" and " Absence'' were both 
teiirfiillj' written ou the occasion of Tier 
husband's leaving home. Thus we 
might go on enumerating. Mrs. Wilcox's 
modesty with regard to her m'liius nnd 
the popularity of her work is fuily equal 
to their merit. In "Noblesse Oblige" 
occnr these lines, which are exquisitely 
fine: 

"Great gifts should bo worn with grace 
befitting, 

And not like gems on a bpggar's hnnd.i;

A NEW WAY TO GET OLD FUN. 



Cbnroh-BOlnc Flrnii Employ "noly Jiin" 
1o Sbow Their Customers tho Elephnnt. 

It is not, I think, generally known thrvt 
there are nipu in New ^ ork who ma l.e a 
living by taking drinks forothei- men who 
cannot aH'oi d to drink for t beinsi l ves. 

A [u-ouiineiit liroadw.'iy clot !i mercbaut 
when asked if this w as true, .said: 

"It certainly is, and I rei'ard itn.'ia 
great evil, althom;h 1 av;il| myself of the 
fact. My iiart ner is a si i ie!. c'; n l eh mem- 
ber and I know i t I njii ''Irs 1, i n . v, ;i nu.n; 
than it does iiie, but lieslnils Id.-i e\ .-s to 
it,knowingns wellas Idotluit wocould not 
witliout it hold our own iu the trade. It 
always has been the custom In our t iiide, 
as in most others, to tre.it our rii~t "iiu'i s. 

"In former times, when every ■ la.iu 
controlled bis own t rade, indepemlenl ly 
of tlio llnu tliat employed lijn.,the sah s- 
men themselves used toijo on s;irees witli 
their ciistomrrs when llie latt.r (.■.■ii:;.i to 
the city. Tliey would font the hills and 
draw till! money from th" lirm eii le r f ir 
e.-i[penses or in the shapeof iiicrea i <1 coin- 
missions. Then, of course, the country- 
man would have to repay the firm in the 
price of his goods. As business competi- 
tion grew keener, business men began to 
realize that there was a tremendous evil 
in all this. Many of the country mer- 
chants realized that it was expensive dis- 
sipation, and so to some extent the cus- 
tom has decayed. Ou the other liaiid wo 
found that our saleHiiien were siiirering, 
Very many men were utterly ruined, and 
gradually it came alioiit that the best 
salesmen would uo louu'er devote them- 
selves to the etitertalnnieut of customers 
outside of business hours. 

"Still there remained the business ne- 
cessity of looking after the trade of those 
menwho still expected to be amused wdn'u 
they came to the city. But you have 
probably noticed that civilization, like 
natura, abhors a vaonum. Whenever 
there Is a necessity for a class or an indi- 
vidual that necessity is supplied. Wo 
soon fell into tliehahitof employing pri- 
vate detectives to steer and guard the 
rural customer who wanted to 'see life,' 
and then wu got to employing professional 
'rounders.' " 

A little search among some of tho bar- 
rooms of Sixth avenue resulted lu finding 
a man who followed this curious calling, 
and a very little persuasion and sugar in 
• glass were enough l<} make him talk. 

•'The boys call me Holy Joe," he said 
in reply to the first question. "I guess 
that's'a good enough name for your pur- 
pose. Yes, I make a very good thing of 
it, steering men around who want to see 
the sights, and a good part of my bu.siness 
comes from some of the big down-tow ii 
firms that want their customers taken 
care of. How did I get into the business? 
Well, I drifted into it. 1 happened to 
save a rich man one night from a couple 
of crooks that were going to do him, and 
he managed to remember me ue.xt day. 
He hadn't had his jag out, and ho asked 
me to go with him. Then after that he 
introduced me to two' or three other par- 
ties that wanted to see the sights, and 
that led to other excursions, and now I 
make a sort of business of It. I ran 
through all the money I had some time 
ago, but I manage to pick up a living 
some how, mostly that way. 

"How did I come to interfere with the 
crooks? Well, now, don't make any 
blooming error about me. I'm not a 
crook and never wag one. If I were I 
wouldn't get along in the business, and 
at tke same time 1 wouldn't be any good 
it I didn't know most of them. I am 
simply a man with a fair education, a big 
capacity for drinking, and a decided dis- 
inclination to work, who came to New 
York with some money, aud got rid of it 
in the usual way. I can't say I admire 
the Imsinesg, but it's easii'rthan workiug, 
and I'm not troubled with ainbitiou. 

"I couldn't say whether there are many 
or few men in the same line. I know 
three or four who do something at it, and 
I believe tliero aro a uumlier of others, 
but I never Inquired. I'm told that in 
Chicago men are engaged at a regular 
salary by some of the big lirms there, but 
I don't know of any that are hired that 
way In New York. I get odd jobs alto- 
gether. My CQstomers send for me when 
they want me. U a customer is in tow n 
the firm sends. If a gnest at a liotid 
wants to travel tho town the clerk sends 
forme. In the fust instance the p^irtner 
or cashier hands me the money for e.x.- 
penses and I knock down enough of it to 
pay for my time, lu the second case I 
make a bargain with the man I am going 
with, and always remember the clerk 
afterwards. In t'"> '•i""wst. hotels the job 
generally falls to the hotei uetectlvu, but 
if it's one of the smaller ones there won't 
be any detective, and the clerk very often 
can't get away. So heseiids for me. 

"What do I do? Well, I am a .sort of 
proticting angel to the countryman. I 
ask him what kind of sights he wants, 
and then I steer him and tiLkc care that 
nobody robs him. Ot course tlu-ie's a 
great deal of drinking to do, and ver y few 
men want to travel, with anyliody who 
doesn't drink with fhem every time. 
Mycustomerls very litely to get drunk, 
but I have to keep solier. I don't siip- 
pose'thatone man In a hundred could do 
just what I do and keep as sober as I have 
to. Certainly the business men and hotel 
clerks who employ me couldn't, or if they 
could they don't want to, so, as nearly as I 
can make It out, I gat my living by vicai-- 
ious rum-drlaking." ,
